He said 
tmat in his opinion death resulted 
from respiratory paraf¥sis from an 
erysipelas infection. He added 
that it was impossible to determine 
whether the infection was causec 
directly from the blow or whether 
death was due to a poison already 
present. : 

George Rupert, the hotel roomer 
with whom Felder was fighting 
when Brisbine. was struck, was an- 
other witness. He declared he 
had been attacked by the negro.

HOUSE PASSES 
TRIAL MEASURE 


Legal Procedure on 
Indictments Is 
Changed 


DES MOINES, Ia—(INS)—The 
house of representatives of the 
Iowa legislature today by a vote of 
89 to 3 passed a bill providing that 
two defendants jointly indicted 
shall be tried jointly unless the 
court rules for separate trials. Rep.

votes when the remainder of 111 
missing precincts are accounted 
for, election officials estimated. 
The official count e 
showed the mayor oneer Bm 4 
ahead of the judge who campaign- 
ed on a “anti-gangster” platform. 


Record Vote Cast. 


The bitter, personal character 
that the primary contest assumed 
in its later stages combined with 
ideal spring weather to draw a 
record vote of 900,000. This exceed- 
ed by 130,000 the recond.wote cast 
in’ the primary two years ago 
when the voters staged one of the 
most far-reachitig¢ political fer =tty 
in the history of the state. 

Despite. sensational warnings that 
“Scarface A” Capone would _ rally 
his gang forces to swing the elec- 
tion to his will the primary yes- 
terday proved an example of order- 
liness. One battered nose was the 
sole casualty of the day although 
feeling ran at a fever heat. 

Anton J. Cermak, chairman of 
the county board, polled a record 
primary vote to win the Democratic 
nomination for mayor. Cerniak’s 
indicated total of 270,000 was 108,- 
000 greater than the vote given in 
the primary last year to James 
Hamilton Lewis, Democratic sena- 
tor elect. 


Bitter Battle Coming 
Alderman Arthur F. Albert, De- 
neen candidate for the Republican 
mayoralty nomination, ran third to 
Thompson and Judge Lyle. 

No sooner had the early returns 
indicated victories for Maycr 
Thompson and Cermak the 
two nominees sounded the ng 
shots in the forthcoming . election 
contest which will determine who 
will serve as mayor during the 
International Exhibition in 1933. 
That it will be a bitter fight was 
indicated by the Democratic whivi- 
wind that swept Republican ‘Illi- 
nois last fall. 

Indications were today that it 
will be a three-cornered fight with 
Coroner Herman. N. Bundeset as 
an independent candidate. Bundes 
sen was expected to announce him- 
self as a third candidate today or 
tomorrow. se 
Mayor Thompson’s sweeping 
victory was regarded in most 
political quarters as a victory 
for liberalism. The veteran mayor 
credited his nomination to opposi- 
tion to internationalism and pro- 
hibition in the Republican party, 

“The Republican voters,” he said 
today, “have indorsed by idea of 
driving internationalism and pro- 
hibition out of the party.” 

Deserted by“his former party as- 
sociates who joined up with Lyle 
forces, Mayor Thompson was 
forced to wage a campaign against 
terrific odds. 

Election Orderly 

Methods of showmanship used 
by both Lyle and Mayor ‘Thompson 
attracted the attention of .the 
world. The Mayor’s “circus” per- 
formed daily in Chicago’s loop, at- 
tracting huge crowds. 

Judge Lyle toted a formidable 
appearing machine gun onto each 
platform where he spoke o2f his 
campaign to drive gang violence 
from the City. 

Personal invectives hurled by 
each candidate attracted a nation- 
wide interest. 

One bashed nose and one official 
booking on a charge of attempted 
fraudulent voting marked yester- 
day’s balloting. Not a shot. was 
fired at or near any one of 2,987 
precinct polling places nor were 
there any kidnapings. : .

RULED BEFORE 
ON PROHIBITION 


First Decision in 20 
Embraced Seven: 
Appeals -° 


WASHINGTON, — (INS) The 
decision of the Supreme Court 
Tuesday upholding the. consfitu- 
tionality of the Eighteenth,~ or 
Prohibition Amendment is the sec- 
ond and perhaps final ruling of the 
Nation’s high tribunal --on -the 
amendment 

The first decision was rendered 
on June 7, 1920, in the “National 
Prohibition Cases,” which em- 
braced seven different appeals.in- 
volving validity of the amendment 
and some features of the national 
prohibition act. 

This decision thus has stood as 
the law of the land since that date, 
although for years opponents of 
prohibition have frequently pre- 
dicted that the high court might 
reverse its decision on a new ap- 
peal, 

Appealed Directly 

Opportunity for the new test of 
the amendment’s validity came 
when United States District Judge 
William Clark of New Jersey, 
handed down an opinion on Dec. 
18, 1930, holding that the amend- 
ment had been improperly rati- 


Immediately Solicitor-General 
Thacher took the shortest-route to 
a final determination, appealing 
the case directly to the High 
Court. 

The High Court not only granted 
the motion of the government, 
made on Jan. 5, to advance the 
case over others on the calendar 
but the next day set it fer argu- 
ment on January 21. 

The court’s action was unex- 
pected and also disregarded the ap- 
peal of counsel upholding Judge 
Clark’s decision, who had asked 
that the argument be held not earl- 
ier than April 15. : 

Of National Note 

The opinion of Judge Clark, who 
was named to the Bench with the 
recommendation of the late Wayne 
B. Wheeler, general counsel of the 
Anti-Saloon League, was delivered 
in quashing an indictment. against 
William H. Sprague and William J. 
Howley, New Jersey farmers, 
charged with transporting and pos- 
sessing 50 half barrels of beer in 
violation of the National Prohibi- 
tion Act. : 

The ruling attracted nation-wide 
attention, and subsequently. at 
jJeast two other federal courts held 
that Judge Clark was wrong. 

The argument of a voluntary 
committee of New York lawyers be- 
fore Judge Clark was, briefly that 
the Constitution directs that any 
amendment involving a surrender 
ef the powers of the people should 
be ratified by the people themselves 
through State constitutional con-

tory, said: 
“Political science can give only 
one answer to the question pre- 
sented by the alternative methods 
prescribed by Article 5. the 
amendment is considered one de- 
signed to transfer to the United 
States powers heretofore reserved 
to the States, or if there are any 
such, to the people, that. answer 
must be in favor of the convention 
method.” 

The government, in its argu- 
ment to the court, admitted that 
constitutional amendments could 
be ratified either by legislatures or 
by State conventions, but held that 
it was within the power of Con- 
gress to choose the method. In 
every instance, it set out, amend- 
ments to the Constitution have 
been ratified by legislatures. This 
alternative method, it held, pro- 
vided in Article 5 of the Constitu- 
tion. 

The precise point on which 
Judge Clark based his decision had 
not been decided by the High 
court, according to lawyers uphold- 
ing him. The governmerit, how- 
ever, contended that the point had 
been argued in previous cases be- 
fore the court, and that the court 
had taken it into consideration. 

The High Court’s decision in the 
national prohibition cases was 
limited to sustaining validity and 
reading of conclusions.. The. usual 
opinion was not rendered. Justices 
McKenna and Clarke dissented. 
Five members of the present.Court, 
Chief Justice Hughes, Justices But- 


ler, Sutherland, Stone and Roberts |~ 


were not on the Court at that time. 
Chief Justice Hughes’ name ap- 
peared on a brief filed by attorney- 
generals of several states “as 
friends of the Court,” upholding 
the amendment. 

In concurring in the opinion at 
the time, Justice McReynolds, now 
on the Court, said: 

“I do not dissent from the dis- 
position of these causes as order- 
ed by the court, but confine my 
concurrence to that. It is impos- 
sible now to say with fair certain-

Eight thousand hectares of land 
in the huge project have been 
cleared and will be thrown open to 
cultivation in January.

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Chicago Runs True to Form 

The renomination of Mayor William Hale Thompson by 
the Republicans at Chicago’s primary election Tuesday shows 
that despite the efforts to arouse the voters to need of drastic 
changes in municipal affairs that city ran true to form. 
Burros and rodeos seem to be of more importance to the na- 
tion’s second largest city than gunmen, murders, beer runners 
and just about every other kind of crime known to man. 

It is a sad commentary when, in view of the strenuous 
efforts made by good government advocates, they were de- 
feated. At no time in recent years have the forces of law and 
order been better organized and yet they failed. 

If the supporters of Judge Lyle will now have sense 
enough to fall in behind A. J. Cermak, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, at the general election, Thompson may yet be ousted. 





Direct Action 
Governor Dan Turner believes in direct action. Follow- 
ing up his message to the legislature the other day urging the 
reduction of public expenses, he called a conference of the 
heads of\the various state departments, the appropriations 
committees of both houses and other interested parties in 
an effert to “get down to cases.” 

i No one realizes better than Iowa’s chief executive that 
talking lower taxes and making them effective are two en- 
tirely different propositions. Whether anything of benefit 
to the taxpayer will result from the conference remains to be 
seen but it is at least another indication that the governor 


meant what he said when he pledged himéelf to an economy 
program in his campaign addresses. It is also evident that 
a few vetoes will be in order if the legislature does not fall 
in line. 

Governor Turner made the blunt statement that “our 
aim is to place these appropriations below the figures they 
have been in recent years. In fact, they’ll have to be cut.” 

The various representatives at the conference showed 
a spirit of co-operation. The chairman of the house appro- 
priations committee expressed the belief, as one example, 
that too much was being spent for education. People have 
had a suspicion along that line for some time. But it is not 
education alone. No one department or set of officials should 
be made to bear the burden at the expense of others. What 
is needed is a little pruning all along the line. If each de- 
partment bears its just share it is practically certain taxes 
may be lowered. 





Beginning To Think 

Bruce Calvert, writing in “The Open Road,” has the fol- 
lowing to say concerning vaccines and serums: 

The case for vaccines and serums is not proven. The 
theory (it is a medical theory—nothing more) is open to 
grave doubts. As time goes on, more physicians are begin- 
ning to question it. Those daring to defy the practice and 
think for themselves are checking up on the claims of drug 
manufacturers and vaccine fans. 


Some day we may see the fallacy of the whole business 
exposed, At any rate we shall see the theory of vaccination, 
immunisation ‘and inoculation tested out, not in scarehead 
advertisements inspired by vaccine manufacturers, nor by 
herd-minded doctors, ambitious health officers and the like, 
but by careful clinical observations conducted by students 
who have no serums nor vaccines to sell and no pet theories. 


Why 
not soon? In the first place millions are invested in drug 
factories turning out vaccines, serums and toxin-antitoxins. 
Medical factories will not suspend business if not forced to do 
so by the advancing intelligence of the people. 

In the second place, the doctors who are glad to pick up 
revenue out of the vaccinating business cannot be expected 
to let go. For the sake of humanity let us hope others be- 
sides me are questioning this vaccinating and immunising. 





Men Predominate in Iowa 

If there are any spinsters in Iowa it must be their own 
fault. Our Uncle Samuel, in presenting a detailed report of 
the 1980 census figures, announced there were 40,000 more 
men than women in the Hawkeye state.

“TEETH—GOOD AND BAD” 

Why should teeth decay? Hardly 
an adult lives who has sound teeth 
to the end of his life. 

No part of the body can become 
diseased without communicating its 
influence to other parts. 

It is a detriment to health to go 
through life with bad teeth. De- 
fective teeth, through weak nerves 
and impure blood circulation, will 
injure the whole body. 

Briefly, the teeth have a hard 
enamel surface, within which is 
contained a softer material, the 
pulp, or dentine. Leading up to 
this dentine we have nerves and the 
circulation. 

The first teeth are called the milk 
teeth, or baby teeth, and some 
writers claim that the continued use 
of milk and dairy products, after 
the first teeth are replaced by per- 
manent teeth, has much to do with 
decay of teeth in children and 
adults. 

It is really quite a misfortune to 
be deprived of nice teeth. While 
we have no written proof, or statis- 
tics at this writing,.to sustain a 
thought at variance with the ac- 

“epted idea, yet, the more we think 
about it, and reason it out, the more 
we are impressed with the thought 
that with. clean, fresh, food, derived 
from fruits, vegetables, plants, and 
herbs, avoiding over-stimulating 
drinks, and drinks too hot, or too 
cold, most everyone should re- 
tain their teeth in good condition 
throughout life. “Even, meat can be 
used within reason, providing 
enough roughage in the form of 
laxative vegetables is used to 
@liminate the waste protein pro- 
ducts before they purtify in the in- 
testines, and colon. 

Let us consider a possible cause 
for tooth trouble from a different 
angle. 

What about the dentine and the 
dental nerves becoming devitalized, 
sick, weak, through lack- of clean 
blood supplying nourishment. Would 
not the dentine become too sofi, in 
which condition it would not: sup- 
port the enamel shell of the tooth. 
Without this support the shell 
could more easily become chipped, 
and cracked; the badly nourished 


dentine could very easily become! 
infected from a sour blood stream, ; 
spreading to the roots and’ sockets | 


of the teeth. It is not unreason- 
able to presume that decayed teeth 
receive their start-from the inside 
rather than from without. 

The enamel! on the teeth is very 
hard. It will stain; it wiil become 
coated, especially if-we do. not use 
enough fruit juices to help clean 
the enamel. And by the way, while 
it is in mind at this time, 2 method 
of caring for the teeth will be in- 
serted here which will be’ found 
cleansing, refreshing, and very 
helpful wher: vou see the “signs of 
the pink tooth brush.” 


the palm of the hand, then add a 
little salt; now take half a lemon 
and squeeze some of the juice on 
the salt and soda. It will boil up 
and if you will put your tooth brush 
into it and quickly brush the teeth 
your whole mouth will feel clean. 
Keep adding the rest of the juice 
of the half lemon. The lemon is a 
natural astringent and will tone up 
the flesh around the teeth. You 
will get good results, and incident- 
ally save some change for the mov- 
ies, or for some fire-crackers on 
the Fourth of July. 

The dentists do good work under 
the circumstances, considering the 
condition of some of the teeth they 
have to work upon. If we let-our 
teeth go we cannot expect the den- 
tist to make like new again. 

Badly aching and decaying teeth 
are a menace to the others and one 
at a time should come out. The 
idea of pulling teeth for rheumat- 
ism and other afflictions is not so 
good, except for the dentist. 

The dentist works, mainly, to pre- 
serve the part of the teeth which he 
can reach, by filling cavities. Un- 
less an anesthetic is used, this work 
is painful, and no dentist can do 
real successful work when a person 
is squirming in agony. No one 
likes to take an anesthetic so we 
must either be satisfied with the 
best work under the circumstances, 
or, go one better, and keep theblood 
so clean by the right foods that the 
nerves, dentine, and other tissues at 
the base and interior of the teeth 
will be continually bathed in sweet 
clean blood. 

When dental work is necessary, 
the best should always be sought. 
Children as a rule have poor teeth 
after they are weaned and begin 
to eat every day foods. Often we 
see the little child with a nice even 
set of first teeth, and then, when 
the permanent teeth start coming 
in, many times they are out of line, 
varying in size, and sometimes com- 
ing in double. There are cases 
where the teeth have a poor, crum- 
bly edge, and up closer to the gum 
the tooth has nice, hard white 
enamel. This is caused by changes 
in food, as in Marasmus, or mal- 
nutrition, where the child lacks cer- 
tain foods, causing delayed denti- 
‘jon, then, intentionally or not, the 
food is corrected and the blood gets 
; the minerals needed to build the 
{ enamel. We cannot forget that the 
| body is composed of the materials 
| which we put into it.

SAN FRANCISCO—San Fran- 
cisco’s baseball public and officials 
of the San Francisco baseball club 
today were pridefully arranging 
ceremonies to mark the cre=ing of 
3 new Seals Stadium on March 


The new park, practically com- 
pleted, is without a peer in the 
country in many respects, accord- 
ing to the trio who guide the des- 
tinies of the Seals, Charles Graham, 
Charles Strub and George Putnam. 

The cost is around $1,250,000 and 
some statistics of the material 
which has gone into the plant are: 

Nine thousand, five hundred tons 
of steel. 

One and one-half million feet of 
lumber. 





Five car loards of legless chairs. 

The seating capacity is 28,000, 
three thousand of which are 
bleacher seats. 

Two of the outstanding features 
of the plant are the size of the 
playing field and the lack of a roof 
on the stadium. 

Putnam answered critics of the 
roofless pavilion with this explana- 
tion: 

“At old Recreation Park our best 
seats were in the shade practical- 
ly all of the time and went un- 
occupied. 

“People in San Francisco want 
to sit in the sun. It’s never so hot 
that they seek the shade. 

“Therefore we've crranged it so 
that there’ll be no shade; at least 
not while the sun shines, and we’re

LOS ANGELES, Calif—(INS) 
—Many changes are being made 
in the Coliseum here to accommo- 
date the Olympic games in 1932. 

The capacity of the Coliseum has 
been increased from 90,000 to 115,- 
000 persons. Other reconstruction 
work is nearing completion. The 
press box will enable hundreds of 
newspapermen and photographers 
to view the Olympics and relay 
news of the event. 

The press box now is believed to 
be the largest of its kind in the 
world. 

Track Is Remodeled 

In view of the fact that the 
Olympic events will be run in me- 
ters and not in the American sys- 
tem of yards, the track at the 
Coliseum has been remodeled. It 
was necessary to reduce the track 
to a length of 400 meters. This is 
equivalent to 437.4 yards. The 
track was originally 440 yards 
around, which is the American 
standard length. 

It was necessary for engineers to 
shorten both ends of the oval field 
to reduce the track to the proper 
length. One side of the track has 
been widened to allow more con- 
testants to compete in the events. 
The other side, however remains 
the same. The 100 and 200 meter

Larger_ Crop Returns 
Are Promised 
By Expert 


AMES, Ia..—(INS)—Iowa farm- 
ers have been advised by H. D. 
Hughes, head of the farm crops 
department of Iowa State college, 
that they can realize a larger net ; 
return on their crops then in the 
past if they will substitute for a 
part of their oats acreage barley, 
flax, soybeans and winter wheat. 

Hughes said that Iowa farmers 
this year more than ever before 
are considering the advisability of 
substituting another crop for a part 
oftheir oats acreage. 

Produce Too Much 

This, he said is due to the fact 
they have been producing a larger 
crop of oats than the demand war- 
rants, thereby causing low prices. 

Barley was mentioned by Hughes 
as probably the best of the four 
suggested substitutes. Hughes 
states that it fits into a program of 
rotation perfectly should be seed- 
ed at the same time as oats, is an 
excellent nurse crop for clover and 
gives about the same distribution 
of labor. 

Experiment have shown, Hughes 
said, that barley will produce about 
25 per cent more pounds of grain 
per acre than oats on an average. 
Thirty per cent of the oats kernel 
js hull, he pointed out, while only 
15 per cent of the barley kernel is 





Sees Increase in Flax 
This makes : net gain of about 
60 per cent for barley over oats. 
Hughes also expects to see a big 
increase in the acreage of flax this 
year as not enough is produced to 
supply the industry in this country.

der’s teamsters, hauled the cement 
he said. 

The sacks of cement from the 
lumber yard were scattered 
through the job he said. Rees 
identified tickets of delivery of the 
cement from the lumber company. 

Steel rods used in the reinforc- 
ing of the wall were gotten from 
a junk man in Iowa City he said 
and hauled by Alexander’s men. 

He stated that he was on that 
job for about 10 weeks and that 
he kept Brundeau busy nearly all 
of that time. 

He stated that when he needed 
hauling he told Charles Brown, 
university foreman. 

The cement mixer used on the 
job broke two or three times Rees 
testified and on each occasion he 
told a state blacksmith to come 
up and fix it, and this was done. 

Alexander who is now steward 
of the Moose lodge at Iowa City, 
said he worked for the university 
asa team contractor and as a 
teamster himself for five years 
as the period between 1922 and 
1926. 

Lengthy Examination 

Dennis Keiiener, attorney for the 
committee who had subpoenaed Al- 
exander to the hearing, also ques- 
tioned the Iowa City man exten- 
sively as to the furnace that Al- 
exander hauled from the home of 
J. M. Fisk, superintendent of the 
university building and grounds 
committee, and work done by Al- 
exander upon the indoor track in 
the armory of the institution. 

Alexander said that he had had 
from two to forty-one teams work- 
ing on the university projects 
| during the five_years. 

The witness declared that he 
was working under the direction 
of Will Reese, foreman in charge 
of the sidewalk building. 

Kelleher examined Alexander at 
length on the work he did in con- 
struction. of the indoor track. The 
witness told the committee that 
he was on the project for about 
two weeks working under the di- 
rection of track coach Bresnahan 
and Charles Brown, foreman in the 
department of buildings and 
grounds. : - 

Under cross examination of Em- 
mett Tinley, attorney for the com- 
mittee selected by the board of 
education, Alexander said that he 
worked only about three fourths of 
the time he was on the indoor 
track project. 

A “Funny Affair” 

“That track thing was a funny 
affair,’ Alexander explained. “It 
was hard for the boss to supervise. 
Foot racing and other things in- 
terfered. 

Tinley asked if the delays were 
necessary and the reply was that 
they were. 

Kelleher in examining Alexan- 
der asked about the delivery of 
coal to several employes of the 
university from a car on a frail- 
road siding. 

On cross examinatoin Tinley 
brought out the facts that the coal 
had been purchased by a syndi- 
cate of men as a private operation. 
The coal, Alexander said, was pur- 
chased by an electrician foreman 
named McGinnis, 

He said he did not turn in the 
time he used in hauling the coal 
to the university for payment but 
was paid by the men to whom the 
coal was delivered.

Cheer Vetter 

Leo Behrens, traffic manager of 
the Muscatine Shippers’ Associa- 
tion, exressed the opinion that the 
city could not prevent the Rock 
Island or any other railroad from 
using the tracks of the Muscatine, 
Burlington, & Northwestern. 

Fred Vetter, vice-president of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, ex- 
pressed his opposition to the city’s 
purchase of the railroad property 
at some length. He doubts that 
the deepened Mississippi channel 
will be of much benefit to the city, 
he said, and he doubts that the 
Rock Island wants to buy the 
property. He suggested dropping 
the matter and, if the railroad can- 
not pay its taxes, revoking its fran- 
chise in eight years and taking 
over the property. Mayor Thomp- 
son then stated that Fred Block 
and associates were willing to rent 
the propefty in the event of its 
purchase by the city, for $12,000 
a year, which would pay off the 
bond issue in 17 years. Vetter re- 
called previous experiences of Mr. 
Block in the railroad business and 
advised against the plan. Cheers 
followed the conclusion of his talk. 

H. M. Bartlett, attorney, told the 
council many citizens had urged 
him to speak against the proposal. 
He estimated 90 per cent of the 
citizens of Muscatine would oppose 
the city’s purchase of the property. 
The Rock Island could not get con- 
trol of the property without resort- 
ing to a subterfuge, he said. 

Alderman Horst brought the dis- 
cussion to a close by saying he did 
not believe the railroad property to 
be worth $150,000, and moving that 
the entire proposal be tabled. Al- 
derman Matthiessen seconded the 
motion, and it was passed unan- 
imously. This action put; to an 
end, at least for the time being 
efforts to have the city buy the 
property or to obtain permission 
for its sale to the Rock Island.

ELECTIONS IN 
COUNTY MAR. 9 


Final Instructions Sent 
Out Today to 
Trustees 


General information and. in- 
structions regarding the methods 
of conducting the annual school 
elections to be held in all of the 
townships of the county on Mon- 
day, March 9, were mailed out to 
the township trustees today by EB, 
D. Bradley, county superintendent 
of schools. ; 

Under the rules governing the 
elections held in townships, the 
voters of each sub-school district 
must organize not later than 9 a. 
m. and-adjourn not later than 12 
o’clock noon. The law permits the 
holding of an evening meeting in 
the suUio-districts, however. 

Notices of the township elections 
must be posted in the sub-districts 
not later than Friday, Feb. 27, ten 
days preceding the day of elec- 
tion. These notices giving in writ- 
ing the time and place of the 
meeting must be given by the 
director, or if there is none, by the 
; secretary, by posting in three pub- 
lic places in the sub-district. 

Directors Call Meetings 

In the township sub-districts, 
these meetings are called to order 
by the old director, and the voters 
present will select a chairman and 
secretary of the meetinz, who will 
act as judges of the election. The 
vote is canvassed by the judges of 
election, ana the person receiving 
| the highest vote in declared elected

In the rural independent districts, 
one director is elected each year. 
Any existing vacancies are filled by 
the voters at that time. Meetings 
are called to order by the president 
of the board not later than 1 o’lcock 
and remain open for two hours. Five 
notices must be posted not less than 
five days prior to the election. The 
president and secretaryof the board 
with one director act as judges. 

Treasurers serving two-year 
terms, are to be elected this year 
in the town and city independent 
school elections. The secretary 
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must post five notices in five dif- 
ferent places, ten days bejore the 
meetings. 

Independent Districts 

In town independent sthool dis- 
tricts where registration of voters 
is not required, the election will be 
incharge of the president, secre- 
tary and one member of the 
board as in the rural independent 
districts. Ten days before election, 
'a petition for nomination of a 
candidate for director or treasur=r 
must be filed with the secretary. 
This petition must contain at least 
ten names of qualified voters. This 
law does not apply to rural dis- 
tricts. 

In the independent district of 
Muscatine, polls will open at 7 a. 
m. In the Stockton, Wilton, Ata- 
lissa,, West Liberty and Nichols in- 
dependent school districts, the 
polls will open at 12 o’clock noon 
and close at 7 p. m. In all rural 
independent districts, the polls will 
open at 1’p. m. and remain open 
not less than two hours. 

Organization of the school boards 

following the elections, will be 
held in the school township, rural 
independent, city and town and 
consolidate school districts on 
Monday 16, of at 7:30 p. m. if so 
designated by the secretary. No- 
tices of the place and hour of such 
meetings are given by the secretary 
to each member and member-elect 
of the board. 
The organization is then effected 
by the election of a president from 
the members of the board. The 
secretary and treasurer are not to 
be elected uhtil the July meeting. 
At these meetings, the retiring old 
officers must turn over their books 
and legal papers to the incoming 
officers.
